Sim, —1 am directed to acknowledge! 
the receipt of your letter of June 26, 
dealing with the question of chnrity 
organization, and, in reply thereto, I 
am directed in the first place to record 
the Council's appreciation of the motives: 
which have actuated yon and others in 
ventilating this question during the past 
few months. 

From the date in December Inst, 
when the attention of the Council was 
first officially drawn to the matter, the 
Council has been of opinion that the 
direct payment out of the public funds 
‘of any substantial sum for purely chari- 
table purposes, whether to be expended| 
in relief or in organization, would con- 
stitute an undesirable precedent. And, 
although the suggestions you now make 








do not in terms involve such payment, 
the members are conscious of the fact 
that by nominating a Relief Board and 
otherwise giving it status as a Municipal 
institution the Couneil wonld be accept- 
ing responsibility for its balance sheet 
and liabilities, 

Without altogether refusing com- 
pliauce with your proposals the Council 
has decided to await further evidence 
that its intervention would be beneficial, 
or be acceptable to the general body of 
Ratepayers. In the meanwhile by the! 
adoption of the recommendation made 
in the official (majority) Report the 
Council would be afforded the benefit of 
the experience which an independent 
‘association would gain. 

As far as the schooling of the child~ 
ren of distressed parents ik concerned, 
the Council has inaugurated an educa- 
tional policy which, when developed, 
will bring education within the reach of 
all Foreigners and Eurasians in the 
Settlement. ‘The Conneil gratefully 
acknowledges the assistance which it 
receives in this work from the ladies 
‘and gentlemen who serve on the various 
Behool Committees, and it is hoped by 
continuing the system of anxiliary 
Committees to provide for all education- 
al requirementa,

Public Health Notice. 


The following measures are recom- 
mended for the purpose of preventing 
those diseases which by means of public 
sanitation and by individual careful li 
ing are preventable, such as Typhoid 
Fever, Cholera, Dysentery, Diarthoa 
and other bowel. disorders, 'Small-pox, 
Scarlet Fever, Diphtheria, Tuberculosis, 
Plague and Malai 
PuBLic MEASURES. 
Sunitary Inspection of houses will be 
carried ont free of charge on application 
to the Health Officer. Persons about 
to rent houses are advised to’ ask the 
Health Officer for a sanitary inspection 
and a certificate of od sanitation 
before closing with the landlord. 
Conditions dangerous to health should 
be reported to the Health OfScer. 
Jsolation of cases of dangerous in- 
fectious disease is provided at 
Isolation Hospital, Range Road. 
Disinfection of prewises after in- 
fectious disease will be carried out free 
of charge on application to the Health 
Officer.

Aerated waters’ and other drinks 
unless of best quality.

terials. 

Uncooked oysters. 

Fish frown June to October. 

“Fruit, tomatoes, melons, etc., can be 
sterilised so that they can be safely eaten 
raw, and without spoiling the flavour, by 
dipping for a few seconds into briskly 
walled "by a ping into boili car 
tyra, MIE sod ettam cao be ces 
hy placing the bottles in a pan of cold 
water and gradually raising to boiling 
point, The candle of the Berkefeld filter 
should be lightly scrubbed in running water 
‘and then boiled once a week regularly. 

Kitchen supervision should be tho- 
rough because the preventable diseases 
specially prevalent in Shanghai are 
mostly cated by infected food. Every 
house should have a serving-room ad- 
joining the dining-room and separate 
from the kiteben. The serving-room

should contain the Berkefeld filter, ice- 
chest, table utensils, washing sink, boiled 
milk, drinks, breag, butter, froit and 
other cooked or prepared foods. Cook- 
ing or boiling destroys infection. 

Vegetablea and fruit grown near the 
ground, being watered as a rule with 
nightsoil, are specially liable to be soiled 
with the germs of Typhoid fever, Cholera, 
Dysentery and other bowel diseases, 
and should, before cooking, be strictly 
kept ont of the serving-room and from 
‘contact with cooked or prepared food. 

Flies carry disease so they should be 
excluded from the serving-room, kitchen 
and servants’ latrine by providing spring. 
doors and unopenable windows screened. 
by perforated zinc, and from the food| 
‘on the table by fly-covers. 

Vaccivation should be done on arrival 
in Shanghai and afterwards every three 
years. 

Keep rats out of your house. Starve 
the rats by providing no food for them 
in and around your house. Keep cats. 
Make your house rat-proof. 

Mosquitoes carry malacin. 
mosquitoes cannot be exterininated by 
abolishing stagnant water or by the use 
of kerosine oil, or by reporting their 
Presence to the Health Officer, the 
mosquito net should be carefully used. 
A. weekly inspection should be made 
‘and no standing water permitted. 

Refuse should not be allowed to’ 
accumulate, and a properly covered, 
easily-lifted galvanised iron receptacle 
should be provided. Nightsoil buckets 
should be kept securely closed, including 
those in the servants’ latrines, Proper! 
receptacles for these purposes may be 
obtained "at the Health Office. Yards 
and Drains should be kept in a good state 
of repair and freely Hushed with water.
